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FIDIRAL SOLDIERS GALLED OUT 



CMnped Aroand th« City 
H»II Awaltlnc Further Developinentn. 
For Six Hours ft Looked aa If n Fierce 
BMtle Would Take Place ftt Anjr Minnte. 
A OonfUet AlmiMt Certain. 
Denvkh, March Kl. — Tho national 
jnaid of Colorado is under anus, tho 
fwleral troopH from Fort Logan have 
l^en collod out, and although martial 
taw haa not been officially proclaimed, 
ther^ ia nO otiier noogniMd aothority in 
Denver but tint strong arm of tlMtiiUi- 
tarr. 

This critical situation has been brought 
about by the detennination of Governor 
Waite to oust the two nioiihers of the 
fire and police board, Jackuun Orr and 
D. J. Martin, whom he removed for pro- 
tecting giiiubling houses, and placed in 
office thi ir succLSSors, S. D. Barnes and 
Dennis Mullius. Meaara. Orr and Mar- 
tin having obtained from the district 
court an injunction restraining Governor 
Waite from forcibly removing them, 
were determined to resist to the. utmost. 
They accordingly kept tiie entire police 
force at the city ball all day under or- 
ders to reiUBt t3a» ioldien if atxucked. 

In additiQa, Mveral hWubed of the 
toni^eBt dtizons, many of whom have 
records as man-killen, were awom in aa 
^ttties by Sheriff fiorchinell and 
hall as a reinforoe- 
'tment. Each 
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revolvers. ^ 

The Firii uPhtat And jtte Ch-iflee 
Light atm^ty arrived at tOe city hall 
at a o'clQok and General Brooks, com- 
manding oi!lcer, delivered to Police 
LieDienont Clay, in oomiuaud outside uf 
the city ball, a mesnage to the effect that 
if the romovod police commissioners did 
not vacate within half an hour the oi- 
ftces would be taken by force. Orr and 
Martin reftised to surrender. Before the 
half hoitir expired, prominent citizens 
entered into negonatkHu with both 
parties to thb oontrovers| with a view to 
reaching a settlement by arbitration, 
and while the negotiations were in pro- 
gress, a truce was declaied. 

The streets abont the ci^ hall were 
packed with an angry mob nnmberbig 
many thousands. 

"Had one of my officers given an order 
to fire," said General tinwka, "he would 
have been riddled with bullets from the 
crowd and then I would have hod to 
sweep both sided of the street yrith my 
Gatling cannon. However, ihb mob 
made no snob ad Mid tbero was no 
bloodshed." 

On thi^ governor's representation that 
the state militia would probably b' in- 
adeqiiote to cope witli the iik)I) that had 
tull i>ot58e8Hion (jf the eity, (ieneral Mc- 
Cook called out the Uniteil States 
tautry Iroiu Fort liogan, Kt miles from 
here, to uet in eonjiuietiou with the state 
and loeal autliorities in clearing the 
Btret tb and preserving the in ac^e. The 
Uniteti Htates troops arrived about 8:30 
p. in. 

Adjutant (reneral Tarsney, an old 
Indian tiLthtcr, placed the militia stial 
gically in front of the city liall in Four- 
teenth strret. with two Ciatlinu'H covj'r- 
iiig the two big Napoleons, loaiied with 
grape fuicl solid hhot, trained ou tho city 
hall, and lour compauieti of militia in 
front and around them to ttaad the 
crowd oif. 

From ;i p. m. until 9 p. m. the state 
troops were drawn up in linr of battie. 
and the city hall fon es w.-re ready lor 
action. The other city otii. ial.s were 
prepareil to vacate at a momi nt s notice. 
All overtures from the governor wi re 
rejected, and an Anifriiaii tlat< was 
huug iroui a window. This WMa clieered 
by the crowd. City oHicials and prom- 
inent citizens sought in vain for a eoiii- 
promise, and every hour or two the gov- 
arnor threat ued to exterminate the city 
Qall p<opl.- in .'M miuntea, bat wiser 
connsel hnally prrvaile<l. 

The tire depai tmeut had lines of hose 
laid through the city hall to tlirow water 
on the bi:8iegers. Tho firetnen wer^ 
armed. The surgical department was 
made ready to care tor the wounded in 
case of a conllict. 

Hon. T. M. Pattenon appeanKl before 
the old iiolice Ixiard when the situafion 
seeui' d most critical, and appeal 1 1 to 
the pati-iotiom of the members and uig 
ing the ue'cessity for submitting all 
matters at iBsue to some fuii-miudeil 
board. 

Before he had finished, Messrs. Rogers, 
Shafrotb and Hartzell. couuBel for the 
governor's latest appointees, Mullius and 
Barnes, put in an appearance and pr< - 
seiittd a fonnal luoposition on the jjart 
of their clients to ml mit the nuitters in 
controversy to a board of arliitration to 
be mutiMufy agreed upon. This wua e.\- 
aotly the projiosition ma !h by tho old 
boud earlier in the day, both by written 
agreement and verbally, which had been 
scouted. Ill view of these facta, Messrs. 
Martin and Orr replied that the matter 
would now have to take its due course 
in the courts, so far as they were con- 
cerned. 

At 9 o'clock, or shortly after the ar- 
rival of the United States trooiie. Ad- 
jutant General Tarsney ordered the 
militia back to the armory, and present- 
ly the crowds that had been surging 
lihrough the streets, began to dwindle 
and the excitement began to die out. 

The United Statt« trooiw! are camped 
in front of the Union depot, where 
Sheriff Bnrohinell says he will try lo 
keep ihem two or three days to prevent 
any possible outbreak. He has only 50 
special depntieH nndnr arma, he says, 
and these ore to patrol the strisets in the 
absence of poUc^men. 



Governor Waite last night issued the 
following proclamation: 

"All ( oiiipanies of the national guard 
of Coioriulo are hereby notified to be in 
readuK'ss at the insjiection armory to 
respond to call to come to Denver, 
which will be is- ued an Friday of this 
Week." 

Tlie withdrawal of the state troops 
from the scene of action was the result 
of a conference between Governor Waite 
and Adiatant Geneial Tarniey at which 
it wiis decided that it woidfl be impossi- 
ble to take the city hall wi& flie force at 
hand without great pud unnecessary Icea 
of life. The governor ha* ealled all the 
troops of the state to Debf^ and tomor- 
row ho will renew hia attempt to in- 
stall the new police cominisnioners in 
office. 

General M(;Cook will confer with the 
Kovemor again and will then dedilanpoil 
his /ine of action.

Bi KN. s AvKi«, March 10.— Advices 
from Sao Paulo are to the effect that lue 
insurgents under General Saraiva have 
captured the fortreaa atltavarca. The 
garrison, numbering 8,000 moti, has aut^ 
rendered.

8tepiM^d to the footlighte and •noceeded 
in uuieting the fears of tb* PMple. The 
audience was then quietly oiiniissed, as 
the dense smoke made it impossible to 
proceed with the performance.

Honolulu, The Mariposa brought tli 
following dispatch from liunolulu, date 
March »: 

At a meeting of the councils held thi 
afternoon, a bill was presented i rovid 
ing for the calling of a constitutional 
eoiivi lUiou. The bill provides that tlie 
eoiiventiou shall be held at the call of 
the president and siiall consist of tht 
executive and advi.sory conn, ils, aiM 
elected delegates, si.T I f whom shall b 
cboscn from the island of Oahu, five 
troni the iMi.uul of Hawaii, four from 
lue islands of Maui, Molokai wad Lanai, 
and tluee from the felaaas of Kanal and 

Niihahu. 

Every male resi lcnt of the islands of 
Hawaii, American or Europ.'an Inrth or 
paieiituge, -^0 years of age, who has 
taken the oath provided by the act, and 
who is not disfraiichiaed by nnpanloned 
felony, noupajuient ol ta.\es, or resi 
denco ou tile Inlands of less tiuin out 
year, is entitled by the bill to vote i or 
tli delegates. Kegistratio.i is roiiuired 
and the em-oUment of votera ia to bj 
)K>ste<l and pnbliahed previoos tothj 
el ction. 

The torin of oath required la as fol 
lows: "1 do solemnly swear, in the 
pi t seiK t; OI Almighty God, that I will 
supiH)rt and bear tine allegiance to the 
provisional government of the Hawaiian 
Islands, and will oppose any attempt to 
restore Liliookalani to the throne, or to 
est a; lish a monarchioal government in 
aii\ form m the Hawaiian islauds." 

The bill making the convention consist 
of iii members besides the IH of tlie 
councils, pruciicolly gives the present 
councils the controlling voice of the con 
veucion. The election of delegates will 
take ^laoe in May, and aa aoon as a con 
stitution ia aflopted, a republic will ha 
proclaimed. The new constitution is 
already being drawn up by the executive 
couueil, but i:8 contents will be strictly 
guarded until after the meeting of the 
convention.

The election of new memb, rs of tin 
advisory council to(jk place at the imet- 
ing of councils this aftt-ruion. T. 11 
Smitli, cauiiidate of the Aniencan h a,'ue, 
was (lefeati d at tlie la.st iii eting, but he 
wa-- again nominated. If he Wits eiecteil 
it was said tlie league and I'nion party 
would pn-ba^ily amalgamate. In the 
event ot his non-eiectiou it was under- 
stood that the l. ague would declin • to 
recognize tlie party and a split would b. 
male in tiu- amiexation ranks. The 
councils elected Smith, the lea^'ue cauiii- 
date, by a vote of 14 to 3. 

A communication was received, sign^^l 
by about L'o of the most prominent mem- 
bers of the anntxation party, recom 
mending his election on the gi-ound of 
preventing any split in tiie party. Siu.tii 
has staled that ho has withdrawn his 
oath to the American league, and goes 
into the couni ils bound to no secret or 
ganizution. It was only on these gxonndt 
that he could have bemi elected.

WASHiNaTOK, March 16.— Assistant 
Secretary Dabney of the department of 
agriculture has sent to ('hairman Il.itt 
of the house committee ou at;rii ulture 
cojiy of tho latest n jiort on thv? Uu.ssiau 
thistle submitted by the division of hot 
any of the departnirut. The report was 
made bv L, H. Dewey, in ctjuimuni 
eating it to Mr, Hateh," Mr. Dabney s.iys 
that --with regard to the further iiivesti 
gatb iiDi this subject I tliink you will 
find that after tht; tiior ugh work has 
been done upon it. extending over sev- 
eral years and embodied in iwo reports 
little mora remains to bj done. We 
may safely rely u^ion an enUghtenud un 
seUishiie.-s in the various states to do all 
that re mains to be done." 

Tilt! report notes that tho Russian 
tlikstle made its appearance in this coun 
try a few years ago in the wheat raising 
region of the northwest. The damage 
already done by it is estimated at severid 
millions of dollars and the thistle is 
rapidly spreatling over new territory 
and l)eing more destructive in the region 
already inft steil. 

Complaints about the plant were first 
received by the department of agricul 
ture during the fall of 1H91, and during 
the dry season of 1898 the weed reached 
unusual development, and the farmers 
became thoroughly alarmed at the aitua- 
tion. A single plant of average size, i 
to 8 feet in diameter and weighmg :i to 4 
Dounds when dry, bears about 20,00J to 
80,000 s>^ed8. Plants have been found 0 
feet in diametsi and eatiinated to bear 
20U,UOO seeds. 

Altogether there is one almost contin 
nous area of altont 40,000 square miles 
which has beoo.ue more or lew cover.) 
with the Russian thistle in tlw compara- 
tive briif period of ao j'ears. There are 
many isolated localities wuere the weed 
flouriauos. The rapidity with which the 
Russian thictle has spread far exceeds 
that of any weed known m Am riea. 
The most active mode of distribution of 
the Russian thistle and one fnmibhed by 
nature is the wind, and fiaxseed contin- 
ues to be, in the absence of good fanning 
mills, the chief artificial ageilt of distri- 
bution. Railroads form a third and 
most important mentis of transi)ortatio!i 
for the seeds over long di.stances. Tin r»' 
is good evidence that the railroads have 
carried them in the bedding of stoc.i 
cars. These cars are sent to the stock- 
yards at IndianaiMilis, Chicagt) and Sioux 
City and unloaded, but thev an- seldom 
cleaned until they are again' sent out and 
have reached their de-.tinatiou ttj be re- 
loaded. 

The plant is an annual, .-a.^ily kided at 
any time during the growing .season. It 
product* no seed before the miiidle of 
August or first of S pteinber, anti the 
seed is short lived. It tlierelore oliers 
exceptional y good oiiiKirtunity for l)eiiig 
che<'ketl or even e.\leriuinatetl. For any 
etfe<'tive measures, however, tin r ■ must 
be concerted artien throughout all the 
infested area. Sheep are very fond of 
the Ru^.siall thistle until it becomes too 
coarse and weedy. By [lasturing ou tiie 
young plants tlit;y mav lie kept down 
ami the only known valnaUe quality of 

tiie phint utilized. 

All the rtMueilii's given, the report savs, 
are tlirei tetl to destroy th -i)laiit befi'ue 
they proiluee seed, and the are the 
only remeilies so far ;i« known wh.ch 
ire effectual or of which tliere shoultl 
bo any neeil, excejit care in t leaning 
seed. It has been suggested th.-it each 
farmer whose la;id is not fenced, make a 
temporary tente l)y planting a d' U' le 
row of suii..ower8 aoout his farm in 
eatth seii.son. The cost would be slight, 
and the fence thus male wt.ultl 
doultl ss aid very much in the tight. 
lulle^s the sunflowers so abuiulantly juo- 
duced slioultl become troublesome weeds. 
The bnililmg of wire fences to sto]) the 
rolliii,' jilants is a remedy strongly ad 
vtieai tl by some. Under no conilitioi 
wliatt ver ''eould the eluaji' r grade of 
seeds be sewn without recleaning.

Then 
was also iuciuded in the cargo 30 barrels 
of s -lected Riebling and 20U barrels of 
r«xl wine. As tho Ueisling is intended to 
couipjte with th - hocks and other white 
wines produced by the vineyards flank- 
ing tht) Uhine there is a great deal of 
comment 9 « ng wine men here, as well 
discussion ami speculation; 1U.> barrels 
of poi t Wine are also in the cargo to 
compet ' with the parti 'of Spain and 
Portugal. 

Tho br.uidy esiwrtation marks the 
rapid growth of an e-^tablisluvl foreign 
(especially Cenuam market for the Cali- 
fornia product. The wine shipments 
mark an entry into an import foreign 
market. It is worthy of special mention 
that 400 barrels of the brandy go to the 
German army for use in the hoamta s, 
the German army having used Caliioniia 
brandy ahnast exclusively for two years.

Ona of ih9 Host ImportMit Measores 
PiM*Abyfh«Uft«L«f- 
istotnrt. 

The husband and wife bill which now 

only anaits the Uovemor'H siKnature to 
become a law is of more importance than 
any other meaanre which passed during 
the term of the Cieneral Asiembly Jost 
cloaed, says a special. 

Its friends claim that it secures to mar- 
rie<l women wliat phoiiM be their natural 
right in controlling their own estates, 
and that it is eminently just in providing 
for equal distribution after death. Its 
enemies, however, predict the most dire- 
ful results from its passa^re. 

Its main features are the law in Eng- 
land and in twenty>nine States of the 
Aiiioridiii I'nion. New York in the 
North and Ueorgia in the South were 
among the earliest States to set aside the 
ooninion rules of coverture an<l replace 
them with statutes that recognize the 
separate identity of the woman.

TMtlnc Um TmcUmiUm lAw. 
Tkhrb Hacti, Ind., Much 18.— Evi- 
dence was heard in the Bine vaccination 
case. This is the suit that the anti-vac- 
cinationists have brought to test whether 
the board of health has a right to ex- 
clude children from the public schools 
because they have not ,uei n vaccinated. 
Professor Pickering, a speciali.st of Lon- 
don, testified for the aiiti-vaccinationists 
that vaccination was resiKJiisible for 
many deatlis and that it not only did not 
prevent smallpox, but produced loath- 
some blood diseases. Other evidence of 
a similar character was given. The 
board of health has a loriiiiiliible array 
of medical evidence tliat \ accination is 
necessary. Mach interest attaches. 

An OrdlnaiK'c- Dt-clarcd I.i-Ral. 

Indianapolis, March Ki. The city of 
Indianapoli.s won its suit against the 
breweries imd agencies in the supieiae 
court yesterday. The coiitroveisy w;i.s 
over tlie payment ol .^1,000 licen.-c, and 
tlie decision of tlie Marinii circuit court 
Wiis revers»-d. The oiduiaiice passod by 
the city wjis opposetl on the assertion 
that it wiis a discrimination in favor of 
the brewerie.s located here, and hindered 
interstate cominerce. In his oi»inion. 
Chief Howard says that beer stored in 
depot.s <ir agt iicies is subject to the laws 
of the state and subject to the same 
police regulutioTi as if produced iu the 
state. The (juestion of interstate OOUf 
merce did not enter into the case.
